THERE is still hope for a high-speed 
train link for Faversham as rail boss¬ 
es buckle under public pressure. 

Under current plans, the town will have no direct 
access to the new high-speed link, which cuts jour¬ 
ney times into the capital by as much as half. 

As it stands, Sittingbourne represents the end 
of the line for those wanting to catch one of the 
future new fast trains. 

Yet not only will Faversham’s commuters not 
benefit from the new service; the number of trains 
to London Victoria will also be severely reduced. 

But at a recent passenger forum meeting in 
London, the Faversham & Swale east branch 
Labour Party representative Ross Shimmon was 
told by South Eastern Trains director Charles 
Horton that pushing the direct link back to 
Faversham was “not off the agenda”. 

Mr Shimmon said: “I think they might finally 
be realising the commercial implications of these 
decisions. People’s travel habits don’t just change 
overnight.” 

Mr Horton also confirmed that Faversham might 
be a better place to start and terminate the service 
because of the town’s proximity to the M2, and the 
large housing estates being built in the area. 

Mr Shimmon said: “It has given us hope. The 
door might be very slightly ajar.” 

The high-speed rail link, due to open in 2009, 
will use the Channel Tunnel line running from 
Folkestone to St Pancras to dramatically reduce 
journey times into London. 

Mr Shimmon said: “Travellers wishing to go to 
St Pancras via the high-speed link from stations

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Site's green award 
is explosive success 



BANGING Oare Gunpowder Works is now a complex and valuable wildlife site

OARE Gunpowder Works 
has been singled out as a 
green heritage site with a 
brace of exclusive eco awards. 

The historic Faversham site, which 
produced gunpowder from 1694 to 
1934, has been recognised for leading 
the way in heritage and conservation 
thanks to the expert upkeep of its 
wooded areas, encouraging all sorts of 
wildlife to flourish amid the ruins of 
the factories. 

The woods were originally created 
to act as a screen to absorb accidental 
blasts, provide sound insulation and 
to turn into charcoal, but now the 
woodland at Oare has evolved into a 
complex and valuable wildlife habitat. 

Sheila Smith, Swale council’s land¬ 
scape officer said: “We’re pretty 
chuffed about it, the site definitely 
deserves it. 

“Oare’s unique character is partly 
due to the fact that it was left alone 
after the works closed in 1934, as a 
result it is a real haven for wildlife.” 

The country park is managed by 
Swale council in partnership with 
Groundwork Kent & Medway, with 
help from a dedicated team of volun¬ 
teers. 

One of the country’s best-preserved 
gunpowder works, Oare opened to the 
public in 2005 after extensive renova¬ 


tions made possible with funding from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

Visitors can follow the marked trails 
leading through the woodlands, which 
will lead them past a variety of differ¬ 
ent habitats. 

Boards dotted around the park pro¬ 
vide detailed information about the 
long history of the site and its cen¬ 
turies’ old history, and the visitor cen¬ 
tre, open to the public on weekends 
and bank holidays, tells the story of 
gunpowder both locally and national¬ 
ly with the aid of drawings, old photo¬ 
graphs and models. 


Green Heritage Site awards are 
sponsored by English Heritage to 
identify exemplary sites that reflect 
the best in terms of understanding, 
care, upkeep and promotion of parks 
and heritage sites across England. 

To be considered for the accolade, a 
site must also achieve a Green Flag 
Award, the national standard for 
parks and green spaces. 

Oare Gunpowder Works Country 
Park is open, free of charge, 365 days 
a year.

Town and its 
history listed 
on new site

A “DIGITAL Domesday Book” has 
been launched to chronicle the 
greatest architectural treasures of 
England, which includes local 
churches, Faversham town centre 
and other prominent buildings. 

The quay alongside the Swale is featured 
because of its historical ship building 
connections. 

The project by English Heritage has taken 
seven years to complete and cost a total of £7.4 
million. 

A total of 315,000 images are now online and 
available at www.imagesofengland.org.uk. 

They include almost every building, structure 
and monument listed as being of importance 
across the country. 

Beautiful stately homes and imposing castles 
are included alongside the more commonplace 


- lamp posts, railway stations, telephone kiosks 
and bus shelters. 

“The intention was to capture forever a snap¬ 
shot of how England looks at the start of the 
21st century,” said Simon Thurley, chief execu¬ 
tive of English Heritage. 

“It’s a Domesday Book for our time, a digital 
history of England that captures at one 
moment what our society values in its history 
and its architecture. 

“This is a unique record. With the gradual 
march of plastic windows, railings being 
removed and drives being Tarmacked future 
generations will be able to look back and see 
how England looked.” 

The images were taken by more than 2,200 


volunteers nationwide. They used 13,000 rolls 
of 35mm film and travelled 1.4 million miles to 
obtain the images. 

One photographer, Loma Freeman, took pic¬ 
tures in all of England’s 42 officially designated 
counties and has 2,453 different shots used. 

Most prominent pictures across the site are 
those of churches, which total 7,484. Next are 
bridges with 6,283 on the site. Rarest are two 
penguin pools and one pigeon loft. 

The site should appeal to many different peo¬ 
ple, according to English Heritage. 

It is intended for scholars to examine the his¬ 
torical significance of buildings shown, archi¬ 
tects and engineers to study techniques and 
tourists to view places they intend to visit. 


Train services 
to London set 
to be reduced

east of Sittingbourne will have to make 
their way to Sittingbourne by the 
reduced service. 

“Unless the connection at Sittingbourne 
is very tight, and therefore difficult to 
maintain, the overall journey time is 
likely to be longer than at present. 

“Altogether these proposals represent a 
very poor return for people in this area of 
Kent.” 

And commuters who moved to 
Faversham for the town’s easy access to 
London Victoria are also in for a shock if 
the plans remain unchanged. 

The number of trains going to Victoria 
will be reduced from nine to six, while 
only four, as opposed to the present six, 
would go to London Bridge and Cannon 
Street. 

Instead, three new trains will termi¬ 
nate at St Pancras via the high-speed 
link, picked up from Sittingbourne.

OAP attack 

TWO teenage thugs are being 
hunted by police after pouring their 
drinks over a pensioner’s head and 
throwing an object at her. 

The boys, thought to be around 
16-years-old, attacked the 74-year- 
old in Mill Way, Sittingbourne, on 
Sunday, September 23. 

After speaking to her for a short 
time, the pair tipped their drinks 
over her head. When she walked 
away one of the yobs threw some¬ 
thing at her, cutting her on the top 
of her head. One of the boys was 
wearing a white jumper. 


A PENSIONER is recovering after 
being attacked by a chisel-wielding 
thug who stole her car in what police 
have termed a “cowardly’ crime. 

The 68-year-old woman was sitting 
in her car in East Street, 
Sittingbourne, at 5.30pm on 
Thursday when a white man in his 
early 20s opened the passenger door 
and got in. 

He then demanded the keys and 
when she resisted, struck her with 
the weapon. 

The woman managed to escape 
and the man drove off into the town. 

The victim sustained a serious 
injury to her hand, and further 
wounds to her neck during the 
armed robbery, and was treated at 
the scene by paramedics. 

She later received further treat¬ 
ment at Sittingbourne Memorial 
Hospital, and may have to go to a 
specialist unit in East Grinstead for 
treatment to deal with tendon dam¬ 


age caused by the chisel. 

The car - a dark grey Rover 416, 
registration number V304 HEG - 
has since been spotted in 
Canterbury. 

Several sightings have already 
been reported in the Canterbury dis¬ 
trict, including one in North Lane 
and another on Sturry Road. The car 
was last seen in Beltinge. 

Det Sgt Stuart Samson said: “In 
my six years working for Kent police 
I have never come across such a cow¬ 
ardly act. The victim was lucky to 
escape with her life and I believe the 
man who carried out this unpro¬ 
voked random attack needs to be 
caught as soon as possible. 

“I would like to reassure members 
of the public that incidents of this 
nature are extremely rare.” 

The man is of medium build, with 
short dark wavy hair and a clear 
complexion. He was wearing a dark 
coloured jacket.

Superstore denies 'double-puncture' claims 


Tesco remove 

'lyre busting' 

go-slow strip 


TESCO has removed a broken 
rubber speed strip at its super¬ 
store in Whitstable after 
Yourcanterbury highlighted a 
customer’s claim it had punc¬ 
tured his car tyres on two sepa¬ 
rate occasions. 

Salvatore Massaro, who runs the popular 
Giovanni’s restaurant in Canterbury Road 
contacted us last week to say he blamed a 
broken strip at the Millstrood Road store 
for damaging his Jaguar. 

He says a section had snapped off leaving 
sharp, exposed edges capable of slicing 
through the tyre’s rubber. He picked up two 
punctures on consecutive nights in August. 
Despite his complaints, the store denies the 
strip was responsible. 

Just days after we brought it to the store’s 
attention, it was removed. 

The morning after the first problem Mr

Massaro says he took his car to Kwik Fit, 
who told him it was not a normal puncture, 
but a slash across the inside wall of the 
tyre. The damage was irreparable, and Mr 
Massaro paid for a replacement. 

The night after, he went to Tesco again, 
and the same thing happened. Mr Massaro 
returned to Kwik Fit. 

Mr Massaro said: “I told them about the 
journey I’d done both nights, and they said 
they had seen other cars with similarly 
damaged tyres after visits to Tesco.” 

Mr Massaro took photos of the broken 
speed strip and the torn tyres, and present¬ 
ed them to customer service staff. Days 
later he received a letter, telling him his 
tyres had been punctured by broken glass. 

Despite two weeks of wrangling with the 
supermarket giant, they refused to admit 
the damage had been caused by the strips.

He said: “What really annoyed me was 
they made it seem as if I was pulling a fast 
one.” 

Now though, Tesco chiefs have taken up 
the strip. 

A Tesco spokesman said: “We realise the 
strip was faulty, and it has been taken up 
and removed for repair or replacement. We 
apologise for any inconvenience caused.” 

The firm said Mr Massaro’s case was still 
being dealt with through “the normal chan¬ 
nels”.

JAZZ apples hit all the right notes with 
Masterchef presenter Gregg Wallace after he 
tasted the new variety at an orchard near 
Bridge. 

The famous foodie, who lives nearby, visited 
Mansfield Farm for the official launch of the 
Jazz apple, which has found its way here from 
New Zealand. 

Mr Wallace said: “I got involved with Jazz 
apples because they are being grown in Kent, 
and I’ve got a house near Seasalter. 

“The apple itself is beautifully crisp, beauti¬ 
fully juicy, and with a wonderful, wonderful 
aroma. It’s great to have large scale apple pro¬ 
duction in Kent again.” 


UK growers have invested £5 million in the 
new fruit and it is hoped the crop will be worth 
£25 million in just four years time. 

The Orchards at Mansfield’s account for a 
quarter of the 210,000 Jazz trees in England, 
and the variety represents a massive invest¬ 
ment for the firm. 

Mansfield’s commercial manager Gary 
Harrison said: “Jazz is a variety that needs sun¬ 
shine and the right kind of soil in which to flour¬ 
ish. It is always a relief at harvest time to know 
the crop is safe, in spite of hail damage from the 
many unusual storms this summer.”

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BEAVERING AWAY: Rodents will get their new home thanks to concrete mixer donations to Wildwood 

Generous 
pubic helps

A PROJECT to bring beavers to a 
leading wildlife park is back on 
track thanks to the generosity of 
the public. 

Two weeks ago a concrete mixer was stolen 
from Wildwood, in Herne Common, near 
Heme Bay, delaying building work on a new 
enclosure to house the large rodents, which 
must be kept under strict quarantine. 

But when the theft was reported, the public 
rallied round and Wildwood office staff 
received dozens of telephone calls offering the 
loans and donations of mixers from all over the 
county - among them Yourcanterbuiy readers 
who read our stoiy highlighting their plight. 

Grateful head ranger Chris Towner said: 
“The generosity of people is fantastic. We 
now have a number of mixers which will not 
only allow us to complete the beaver enclo¬ 
sure but we can also start other projects ear¬ 
lier than expected.” 

Dormice are also enjoying new homes cre¬ 
ated with help from the public. Wildwood 
also requested donations of natural rope, 
which forms perfect bedding material for the 
endangered mice. 

Conservation officer Hazel Ryan said: “The 
dormice have been creating their nests with

the rope. The donations have been invaluable 
as they prepare for hibernation.” 

But it is not just mammals that are pros¬ 
pering in the park. The Common Lizards at 
Wildwood have given birth to a number of 
tiny babies, each just 2cm long. 

The baby lizards are very late in the season 
but the keepers at Wildwood had been 
expecting to see them for some time as the 
females had been very large, a sure sign they 
were ready to give birth. 

Keeper Cali Bebbington said: “The baby 
lizards are very small so they are difficult to 
notice, and we have to make sure the parents 
get lots of food so they are not eaten, unfortu¬ 
nately lizards are not particularly maternal.” 

Common Lizards, despite their name, are 
becoming increasingly rare in Britain, 
although they are found in other parts of 
Europe and Asia. The lizards, which are 
extremely fast and agile, can grow to 15cm and 
are protected.

Sea wall work protects 
homes from cliff erosion 


MORE than 400 clifftop homes are now safe 
from erosion thanks to a newly-completed 
coastal defence scheme. 

Major construction work was carried out on 
a section of the cliffs in Warden Bay on the Isle 
of Sheppey after fears were raised over the 
rate at which it was falling away into the sea. 

The £865,000 project, which has taken 15 
months, was finished last week, securing the 
future of the nearby homes. 

The painstaking work included building a 
260m long rock embankment starting at the 
end of the sea wall at Imperial Drive and a 
20m wide rock defence on the beach in front of 
the slopes. 

GP forged proscriptions 
for Viagra-like drug 

A DOCTOR who forged prescriptions to pro¬ 
vide patients with a Viagra-like drug has been 
ordered to carry out 200 hours of unpaid work 
and pay £600 costs. 

Valiyakalayilkesavan Ramu, 68, a GP on 
Sheppey, now also faces being struck off by the 
General Medical Council, despite patients 
organising a 3,000-signature petition in his 
support. 

Dr Ramu used the name of an elderly 
patient who was using Cialis, a Viagra-like 
drug, to get supplies free for three patients. 

Andrew McCooey, defending, said that it was 
a tragic case of a doctor who went out of his 
way to help his patients.

Q It f s the question everyone must ask you, but how early do 
you have to wake up to do your show, and how early do you 
have to go to bed? 

A lt is at 4.25am my alarm goes off. I then 
snooze until about 4.40am and haul myself 
out of my pit and crawl into the shower. But I 
think even if I got up at 7am it would still feel 
horrid. Getting up sucks in general. 

Because we have to be on top of what our lis¬ 
teners are watching, I do find myself watching 
a lot of evening telly. My husband Haydn com¬ 
mutes to London everyday and doesn’t get 
home until 8.30pm so unless I stay up until 
about 10.30pm I feel like we’re just ships that 
pass in the night. But I do get a few siestas 
throughout the week... which I love. 


How did you get the job at Invicta - 
done prior to joining?

I sent a demo in to the boss and they got 
me down for an audition. James and I 
seemed to hit it off. The rest is history. 

I hadn’t really worked in radio before 
Invicta, apart from a six-month stint on traffic 
and travel at Essex FM, and a couple of 
months on a digital station. Before then I was 
working in music PR as a ‘plugger’. 

I was a promo girl for a while working with 
companies like Audi, Daewoo, and Marks & 
Spencer. I did voiceovers here and there, and a 
bit of modelling for Boden and Laura Ashley 
for a while (when I was much slimmer!). I was 
a waitress in a cafe in west London and 


worked for a theatre-in-education company 
performing anti-drugs, anti-smoking and sex¬ 
ual health awareness shows, so a pretty varied 
CV. 

Q You have a good radio chemistry with James Heming - 
do you get on as well off-mic as it appears you do on it? 

A lt’s obviously a cliche...but yes we do! I 
don’t think I could work that closely with 
somebody I didn’t truly like. At 5am you’re 
bloomin’ sensitive, and if we didn’t click with 
each other, coming to work would be foul. It’s 
not like normal work relationships - you are 
working ridiculously closely with each other, 
and being friends makes that easier. However, 
we do have our moments but you get over it, 
because we have a lot of respect for each other. 

Q You live in Faversham - what attracted you to the town and 
were you tempted to live elsewhere? 

A When we were house hunting the criteria 
was a short drive to work for me, and good 
train line into London for Haydn. As soon as 
we first drove through Faversham we fell in 
love with it. Finding our place on the creek 
was a dream come true. There’s no shortage of 
amazing places to live in Kent.

I 
loved Christian O’Connell’s breakfast show on 
XFM because it sounded so effortless, the team 
had great chemistry and it made me smile. 

A Is working in radio as glamorous as the public perception? 


A Nothing is! We get to meet some really 
interesting people, and do some really fun 
things. However, it’s a very competitive indus¬ 
try with pressures to keep getting bigger audi¬ 
ence figures, bosses to keep happy, and you 
have to keep evolving and delivering relevant 
and compelling radio every day. There’s this 
myth that all breakfast DJs go home at 10am, 
I wish that was the case.

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New hope lor HIV infected

A HUGE medical breakthrough 
which could save the lives of mil¬ 
lions of people cursed by AIDS 
has come from a team of scien¬ 
tists based at Pfizer. 

They have spent 10 years developing a 
new class of HIV treatment which helps 
people who have developed a resistance to 
currently available drugs. 

Maraviroc has already been approved for 
marketing to the US Food and Drug Agency 
which regulates treatment across America. 

Now bosses at the Sandwich plant, which 
employs around 3,500 people, expect the 
European Union to follow suit by granting 
approval later this year. 

Then the drug will be available to UK 
patients under the name Cellsentri. 

John LaMattina, president, Pfizer Global 



Research and Development said: “There is a 
profound global need for new medicines to 
help HIV/AIDS patients. 

“We expect [drugs] like Maraviroc will 
become critically important new treatment 
options for patients who are resistant or intol¬ 
erant to their current HIV/AIDS therapies.” 

Pfizer emphasised the treatment is not 
yet available in the UK, but a spokeswoman 
said when it is “we shall certainly be letting 
people know”. 

She added: “This is the first of a new class of 
HIV medicines and it has taken a decade to 
perfect what is a great advance in medicine. 

“It was discovered and developed by our 


Kent team who have worked thousands of 
man hours on this project. 

“Now we are awaiting the EU ruling. We 
have had very positive responses so far - so 
we expect it to be approved. We have got 
the green light in the USA - now it’s 
Europe’s turn.” 

Work on the drug started in 1997 when 
Pfizer researchers noted how certain people 
had an inherent resistance to HIV infection. 

They discovered this was caused by a nat¬ 
ural condition which blocked transfer of 
substances from blood cell to blood cell. 

So they tried to reproduce the process 
artificially. 

HIV drugs currently available fight the 
infection when it enters white blood cells 
from already infected areas. 

So although a spread can be slowed down 
it is unlikely to be totally stopped, but 
Maraviroc blocks the disease from moving 
from diseased cells to others in the body - 
thus arresting its spread. 

This process could save the lives of mil¬ 
lions living with the condition and is a major 
step forward to fighting the leading cause of 
premature death in Africa.

MP slams post office closures 


CANTERBURY MP Julian Brazier has spoken 
out over proposals to slash the number of Post 
Offices in Kent. 

Across the county, 59 offices face closure 
because they have been deemed to not make 
enough money. 

A six-week public consultation period started 
on Tuesday, after which the final decisions on 
which ones will close will be made. 

Mr Brazier said: “Losing both Northgate and 
St Dunstan’s post offices would be a serious 
blow to those living or working in north 


Canterbury. This will be made worse as the 
main Canterbury Post Office is moving to the 
other end of the High Street in November. 

“The Post Office must reconsider the impact 
of this on the local community. 

“I well understand the need to bring the cost 
to the taxpayer of the Post Office under control, 
but the Government has worsened its position 
by steadily stripping it of business, most 
recently TV licences. 

“Instead it should be encouraging the Post 
Office to find more business.” 


Mother fined for letting 
her teen sons get drunk 

THE case of a mother who was fined £80 for 
buying beer for two of her teenage daugh¬ 
ters has led to a police warning about 
“irresponsible parents” in Maidstone. 

The two youngsters - aged 13 and 15 - 
were found by officers in a “heavily intoxi¬ 
cated” state near Mote Park, Maidstone. 

They teenagers said the beer had been 
given to them by their mother, who later 
admitted buying it. 

Police licensing officer Barbara Murray 
said: “Incidents like this will be regarded 
seriously and you could face a fine. This 
behaviour is completely irresponsible.” 

Poor communication the 
cause of train accident 

A LACK of communication between inspection 
company InterRoute and rail operator 
Southeastern caused a train to hit an overhead 
inspection gantry, say accident inspectors. 

The 21.57 train from Paddock Wood to 
Gillingham collided with the structure on 
February 5. The driver and sole passenger 
escaped with minor injuries. 

A Rail Accident Investigation Branch 
spokesman said: “There had been a failure 
to communicate through the right chan¬ 
nels. The line was not closed as it should 
have been.” 

Kelly strictly a ratings 
winner for dance show 

BBC bosses are quietly betting that Kelly 
Brook will boost their ratings even further 
when the new series of Strictly Come 
Dancing begins this Saturday. 

The TV presenter, who lives with 
Titantic star Billy Zane in Grafty Green, 
near Maidstone, is one of the star names in 
the new series of the talent show.

Why County Hall's 


How long have you worked in the area? fllSS OVGK Klllcll hi IS? 


I'm have been working in north Kent since 1984, and for a 
very long time I've had a studio at Chatham Dockyard. 

I also owned a beach hut in Tankerton for a few years, 
which I used as a base to go on walks around the coast, 
down to Deal and Reculver and back up to Whitstable. It 
provided a studio location. 

Tell us about your work in the area? 

Probably the most memorable project I've done in the 
area is the 'grotta' project in Whitstable. It was based on 
a custom children had in the area in the 19th century. 

On Saint James' day they would build grottas, small 
cairns made of oyster shells, outside pubs and other 
public buildings. They would then ask for money, much 
like penny for the guy. 

In the 1970s, the oyster industry nearly died, and 
it disappeared with it. But now of course it's really 
well-known again, so I thought I'd see if I could resurrect 
some of the social traditions around the industry. 

I made a large grotta and exhibited it in Whitstable. I 
worked with a number of local schools and the children 
wrote poems about oysters which I recorded. 

These were then played from inside the grotta, but 
guietly, so you could only hear them if you were very close. 
They were about conservation and the need to protect 
the coast. 

What attracts you to the district? 

I'm from Yorkshire originally, but this is like my adopt¬ 
ed home. People talk about guality of life, and it's 
definitely here, in the people, the society, the history, 
the geology. It sums up everything I believe about art.

myself or anyone else, so I tipped the 
contents of all but one of the capsules 
into one of my dog’s poo bags. Then 
I went off and there was a bit of a 
manhunt.” 

Police eventually apprehended him 
on a beach at Minster and he was 
taken for psychiatric tests before 
being released. 

The experience did not tempt 
Hurst into political comedy, but he 
found talking about it on stage a 
useful way to come to terms with 
what had happened. 

He said: “Putting it bluntly, my 
dad died on Wednesday and it was 
in the routine on Saturday night. 
I’ve told the story three times and 
that’s it - it’s over with.” 

Hurst has already begun his latest 
tour and claims not to be troubled by 
nerves, though he has experienced 
other problems. 

“On the first night of the tour, I 
was running late and didn’t have 
time to go to the loo before I went on 
stage,” he revealed. 

“I thought I wouldn’t stay on that 
long, but I worked it into the act and 
it went really well. I don’t have 
favourite themes, I just talk about 
anything that’s funny. It’s really just 
me mucking around.”

LEE Hurst had a number 
of unusual experiences 
during his hazardous trip 
to Iraq, but one stands out 
above the rest. 

While on a visit to entertain troops 
in the warzone last year, he was 
offered the chance to dress up in a 
protective suit and invite a large 
attack dog to chase him. 

Hurst convulsed with laughter as 
he recalled being dragged into the 
dirt and shaken. 

He said: “I started running off, but 
when this huge dog brought me 
down I just couldn’t help laughing. 
I’m asthmatic and I’d forgotten my 
inhaler, so I was wheezing and 
choking on dust, but it was hilarious.” 

It was all a far ciy from Hurst’s days 
as a popular television personality, 
appearing as a regular panellist on the 
BBC show They Think It’s All Over. 

He left the show eight years ago after 
recording five series, to concentrate 
on his comedy club, The Backyard in 
Bethnal Green, east London. 

His experiences on the circuit 
influenced the way in which the club 
is run, including a decision to ban 
smoking on health grounds a full five

years before the Government did. 

Hurst takes a hands-on approach, 
even to security. At least two unlucky 
punters have been physically ejected 
recently for talking during the show, 
though Hurst claims to have no self- 
defence training.

YOU couldn’t blame Catherine 
Tate for getting a little howered’ 
at the mention of her trademark 
catchphrase. 

The comedienne has probably had ‘Am I 
bowered?’ quoted back at her more times than 
she cares to remember, but the gracious star 
insists she’s grateful for the recognition. 

“It’s not like I’m bombarded. It’s usually kids 
who say it to me,” she said. “But that’s great. If 
people don’t know who you are, it means the 
show hasn’t worked very well.” 

After making her name on the stand-up cir¬ 
cuit she successfully moved into TV, appearing 
in programmes like Big Train and Wild West, 
before landing her own Bafta-nominated show. 

Earlier this year she made a guest appear¬ 
ance on Doctor Who and was such a hit she’s 
set to return as his regular sidekick. 

But for now the multi-talented actress is 
revealing a very different side.

I was living 
with a family and the father and son would go 
out and protest at the barricades and for 48 
hours we didn’t hear from them. It was very 
frightening to see a family traumatised and 
tom about where their menfolk were,” she said.

Despite the austere nature of the movie 
Catherine says filming in Hungary proved to 
be a highlight. 

“I was so surprised by how cosmopolitan and 
westernised it is. In my ignorance and naivety 
I thought, ‘Oh I better take a lot of food with 
me,’ and of course we didn’t need to. 

“It’s such a beautiful country and the people 
were so lovely and so interested in what we 
were doing.” 

The actress, who was born and raised in 
London by her single parent mum, still lives in 
the capital, but Hollywood is beating a path to 
her door. She recently filmed Love And 
Other Disasters with American starlet 
Brittany Murphy and also appeared alongside 
Friends actor David Schwimmer in the hit 
stage play Some Girls.

ISTANBUL is a city that knows 
how to feed the appetite, and 
knows how to fuel it as well. 

With main streets that seem to suffer from 
perpetual traffic jams, taxis and buses are an 
exercise in tedious frustration, so walking is the 
recommended mode of transport. And with so 
much to take in - from ancient temples to street 
markets - it pays to travel at a slower pace. 

First stop on most tourist trails is the 
achingly gorgeous Hagia Sophia, and rightly 
so. Even the most jaded of travellers find its 
soaring domes, enormous Islamic medallions 
and light-pierced gloom a sight to behold. 

Sightseers here are slack-jawed in awe and 
wonder. If that’s the reaction of the 21st centu¬ 
ry tourist, I wondered, imagine what this place 
must have been to the millions who saw it before 
skyscrapers and 747s? Like the various here¬ 
afters it peddled, the place is still otherworldly. 

A short walk away lies the famous Blue 
Mosque. A mere 400 years old, it’s still a brash 
newcomer in the Turkish scheme of things, 
but what it lacks in antiquity it makes up for 
in pure elegance and a sense of vitality only a 
fully functioning place of worship can inspire. 

If the Hagia Sophia shows the mish mash of 
Istanbul’s past, this place is a single-minded 
love note to Islamic art, culture and faith. 

While Istanbul is a city that welcomes visi¬ 
tors, it is not yet one of those over-touristed 
places that become attractively packaged cari-

catures of themselves, a mere reflection of 
what foreigners think they should be. 

While most of the must-dos are located on 
the Asian side of the Bosphorus around the 
Sultanahmet district, the European side has 
its charms too - of a more laidback, lived-in 
kind than its Oriental counterpart. 


Our boutique hotel, the Pera Rose, has a 
touch of Eastern luxury with its deep leather 
sofas, darkwood finishes, and complimentary 
spa and sauna facilities - a nice distraction 
after long days pounding the ancient capital’s 
pavements. 

But the Pera Rose Hotel’s main drawcard is 
its location: barely two minutes from Istiklal 
Avenue in the Beyoglu district, the city’s 
all-purpose late night shopping, drinking and 
noshing zone. 

Near to midnight it’s still heaving as thou¬ 
sands of Turks cruise the street - some there 
for a leisurely window-shop, others nibbling 
borek, or just listening to folksy buskers 
strumming acoustic guitars. 

Scores of ferries leave every few minutes 
from the Eminonu docks, and at 50p per jour¬ 
ney, you get up close and personal with the 
sparkling waters of the Bosphorus. 

In addition to the ubiquitous rounds of tea 
served in tiny glass cups, each boat features 
massive posters of the imposing Ataturk, 
founder of modem Turkey, decorated with 
exhortations to his fellow countrymen. 

It’s almost impossible to overstate the rever¬ 
ence in which he’s held by the population here. 

One stall selling wall plaques painted 
with iconic figures peddles pictures of 
the nationalist leader rubbing up against 
depictions of Che Guevara, Jim Morrison and 
Kurt Cobain. 

And it’s here he seems to have settled into 
the national consciousness - part politician, 
part rock star, part god. 

It’s a good bet he’ll not be forgotten any time 
soon.

Clunes holding surgery 
over Doc's casebook

“I’D ONLY seen a very rough 
version of the first episode, so it 
was nice to see the final edit,” said 
Martin Clunes after watching 
the first instalment of a new run of 
Doc Martin. 

Many actors don’t get to see rough cuts of 
their work before the editor and director have 
had their way with a show, so why is Clunes 
different? 

‘Well, I’m married to the producer, you see. I 
get to see these things as an insider,” he said. 

The character of Dr Martin, albeit it in a 
slightly different incarnation, first appeared in 
2000 film Saving Grace. Clunes played the 
medic again in two TV film prequels a few 
years later, but after the original production 
company went bust, the actor and his 
producer wife pitched a revamped Doc Martin 
to ITV and the rest, as they say, is history. 

The show as we now know it was first 
screened in 2004, and told of a socially inept 
surgeon from London who, after developing a 
blood phobia, retrained as a GP and moved to 
a sleepy fishing village in Cornwall. 

When the abrasive medic arrived in 
Portwenn, he immediately began upsetting 
the villagers and struggled to adjust to the 
quiet life away from the capital. 

“He’s wrong in every way,” said Clunes of his 
alter ego. Wrong and utterly prejudiced, in fact. 

“That’s why I love it, though,” he added. “The 
central role in most TV shows is pretty 
smashing and normally sorts everything out 
for everyone, but that’s what I love about Doc 
Martin, he causes the problems - except when 
it counts, when lives are at stake and he’s so

drastically right. He’s just so rude though.” 

Cornwall’s scenic Port Isaac is transformed 
into the fictional Portwenn and has become a 
genuine tourist attraction as a result of the 
programme. 

“Lots of people go there,” explained Clunes. 
“There are signs with directions on to 
landmarks from the show, but that’s quite 
unfortunate for the people who own the house 
which doubles as my surgery. 

“Sadly, people go right up to the house and 
tap on the window shouting ‘Is he in?’ They 
should say, ‘Of course he’s not in, it’s fictional!’. 
Now there’s another sign saying, ‘Don’t tap on 
the window’ or ‘Get a life’ or something. 

“One of the appeals of the show is that it’s not 
filmed in London. When we did William and 
Mary, we were 11 hours in front of the camera 
every day, and then an hour or more travelling 
either side. It’s horrible, and of course, it’s not 
real travelling, it’s just sitting in a stationary 
car in traffic for the most part. 

“When I’m staying in Port Isaac for Doc 
Martin, I can finish work and be at my hotel in 
10 minutes.” 

After landing numerous roles in esteemed 
shows such as Inspector Morse and Jeeves and 
Wooster, Martin shot to fame after as the lead 
in Men Behaving Badly in 1992. 

More recent work, including an adaptation 
of Goodbye, Mr Chips and the highly 
acclaimed William and Mary, has made 
Clunes one of Britain’s best-loved and most 
recognisable actors, and a person synonymous 
with family entertainment. 

“I’m not interested in the gritty murder 
dramas really,” he confesses. “I’ve done the 
adult comedy with Men Behaving Badly and 
all that too, so I like the family stuff now.”

Sales of new homes 
suffer summer dip 

LATEST figures indicate a sign of 
cooling off in the housing market when it 
comes to new homes. 

The average price for August - the 
latest available - was £259,393. This 
represents a dip of 1.1 per cent over the 
previous month. 

Despite this lower figure, the cost is 
still 0.3 per cent compared with the 
same period last year. 

Market expert David Bexon said: 
“August has clearly shown a drop in prices 
as earlier interest rate rises begin to bite. 

“New home buyers are rightly being 
more cautious before taking on a bigger 
financial commitment. 

“However, there is still an acute 
shortage of homes in the UK, so demand 
will remain strong, especially for family 
homes. 

“The autumn will see a period of 
stability as home buyers take stock of 
the market and wait for the next round 
of competitive deals from lenders and 
more development incentives.” 

He added that new home buyers were 
now feeling the effects of five interest 
rate rises which had occurred since 
August 2006, with those having to 
remortgage being faced with larger and 
more expensive loans to pay off. 

Closed care proves a 
popular option for OAPs 

A SHIFT in the market for homes for the 
elderly is influencing the housing 
market. 

According to research, closed care 
communities, which provide self- 
contained units within the grounds of 
established care homes, are becoming 
increasingly popular. 

Residents benefit from the use of the 
care homes’ visiting and established 
services while retaining a level of 
independence. 

And experts say they are fast catching 
the traditional trend for sheltered 
accommodation. 

Market analyst Sarah Woods said: 
“Residents in closed care accommo¬ 
dation benefit from avoiding potential 
upheaval and expense of moving again 
should their health deteriorate.” 

The freehold of each such property is 
owned by the care home. 

A monthly service charge also covers 
basic provisions such as upkeep of 
grounds and 24-hour emergency cover. 

Residents are responsible for such 
things as TV licences, telephone bills and 
the usual utility bills as well as internal 
decoration.

RECENT Government announce¬ 
ments that Home Information 
Packs (or HIPs) may soon become 
compulsory for all housing stock 
will prove to be the first real test of 
the bold shake-up in the housing 
markets. 

But far from a cause for concern, it should 
encourage Kent’s buyers. 

HIPs remain an issue blighted by 
oppositional politics and vitriolic national 
journalism. The people of Kent, given time, 
will surely see beyond the alarmist headlines 
and understand what HIPs can really do. 

Figures released by organisations such as 
the Royal Institute of Chartered Surveyors 
and the National Association of Estate Agents

do indicate a drop in the number of houses 
coming to market, as part of a general dip 
across the whole property sector. 

Those same figures did not extend to London 
and the South East, and so to use them as 
causal evidence of the impact of HIPs is rather 
short-sighted, given recent turmoil in inter¬ 
national money markets. 

The scheme was introduced when it was to 
appease critics but unfortunately allowed 
them to blame HIPs for depressing the 
market. Some sellers are indeed wary of 
anything new, but to hide from it behind an 
antiquated system is not the answer. Sellers 
just need the confidence to back packs; the 
buyers are waiting. 


Soon all buyers will expect a property to 
have a HIP with all accompanying safeguards. 

What that means is that when it comes to 
making that all-important decision of buying a 
house, it can now be done in a better-informed 
and very transparent way. 

But amid the negative headlines and 
concerns, it seems time will be the great healer. 

Only when HIPs finally become part of the 
national consciousness will we get the true 
picture. 

The HIP could of course do even more by 
including a Home Condition Report (rather 
than the Government just partially extending 
the scheme), and committing to the full pack, 
which will truly revolutionise the housing 
market and fully inform prospective buyers.

Mercedes star model 
regains all of its shine 


MERCEDES showrooms are 
mind-boggling places nowadays. 

There are models to suit everyone: mini 
MPVs, saloons, estates, luxury coupes, road¬ 
sters and convertibles 

But this feast of models is a far cry from how 
the German ‘wunderfirm’ built a post-war rep¬ 
utation on pretty much one model, now called 
the E-Class - the company’s management 
level saloon and estate range. 

The ‘E’s credentials have been simple: 
rugged build, space, thoughtful and practical 
design, easy-driving and the cachet of that 
three-pointed star. 

The latest incarnation is particularly hand¬ 
some, though it needed a facelift in 2006 to 
silence whispers about electrical gremlins 
marring the once rock solid E-Class second¬ 
hand values. 

The revamp introduced some new engines 
too and the Mercedes lynchpin now seems to 
be back on form, though the market sector is 
tougher; Audi’s latest A6 is far better than 
before, while BMW’s 5-series might not be a 
looker, but still claims the ‘driver’s choice’ title.

Then again, neither matches the sense of 
well-being in the E-Class. If you have slogged 
up the corporate rockface, but can now waft 
into the company car park in this every morn¬ 
ing, then you may feel it was all worth it. 

That star on the bonnet adds to the warm 
glow as you cruise effortlessly along the motor¬ 
way in an airy and classy cabin, with decent 
room for four to travel in great comfort plus 
ample boot space for luggage. 

Unlike German rivals mentioned earlier, the 
big Merc also concentrates on delivering a fine 
ride, though the rear-wheel drive chassis is 
still balanced for quicker driving on more chal¬ 
lenging roads. 

Our test car was a top of the range diesel, the 
E320CDI Sport fitted with a creamy seven- 
speed auto ’box as standard and paddle shifts 
on the wheel for rapid manual gear selection - 
the car can be surprisingly agile.

Research debunks 
age-old work myths 


FORTY per cent of older workers believe their 
younger colleagues teach them skills they pre¬ 
viously did not have, according to a study of 
older and younger workers commissioned by 
Jobcentre Plus, while one third of younger 
workers believe older workers are more likely 
to work anti-social hours than colleagues their 
own age. 

The findings, which come as the UK cele¬ 
brates the first anniversary of the Employment 
Equality (Age) Regulations 2006, lift the lid on 
the benefits for both employers and individuals 
of employing a diverse workforce . 

Across the board in the South East, the 
results show that working in a mixed-aged 
workforce is important for both older (61 per 
cent) and younger (63 per cent) UK workers 
with all recognising the benefits of working 
with people of mixed ages.

Lesley Strathie, chief executive of Jobcentre 
Plus, said: “The research shows that having 
the right balance of age and skills can bring 
numerous benefits to establishing a complete 
workforce for both employers and employees. 

“Both older and younger workers appreciate 
and learn from the qualities each brings to the 
workplace. It’s not always easy to get the mix 
right.” 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, the research shows 
the first and foremost quality younger workers 
in the South East think their older colleagues 
bring is experience (92 per cent) whilst relia¬ 
bility (65 per cent) and understanding (76 per 
cent) also featured highly. 

Comparatively, nearly two thirds of older 


workers are impressed by their younger co¬ 
workers ability to learn quickly, be flexible (66 
per cent) and give them energy (57 per cent). 

Public sector and financial services workers 
show a higher level of confidence in their 
younger colleagues, although overall reliability 
appears to be an area younger workers need to 
improve - only a quarter of older workers 
believed their younger co-workers to be reliable. 

One factor which was consistent across both 
age groups was the main reason they come to 
work - money, although this was more preva¬ 
lent amongst younger rather than older people 
(78 per cent compared to 47 per cent). 

And contrary to popular belief, only three 
per cent of younger workers stated that they 
come to work to meet new people, while 25 per 
cent of older workers confirmed that they 
work for personal satisfaction.

Kiyonari led the standings at the 
penultimate round of the Bennetts 
British Superbike Championship, 
but his 41-point advantage was cut 
to 37 over his HM Plant Honda 
team-mate Jonathan Rea when he 
crashed out of the opening race. 

Shakey Byrne sits in fifth posi¬ 
tion in the championship, but will 
hope to finish off with a home win 
at the Brands meeting which 
begins on October 12. 

He has so far amassed 283 points 



for his team, Stobart Vent Axia 
Honda, and hopes to emulate his 
form from the 2003 World 
Superbike meeting at Brands 
Hatch when he rode to a double¬ 
race victory. 

He said: “Brands Hatch is my 
local circuit, it’s the first place I 
ever raced so it’s really special for 
me. 

“At my first ever race meeting 
there I won a race and also won 
Man of the Meeting, so I will be try¬ 
ing to emulate that again, although 
I don’t think there is a Man of the 
Meeting at BSB, I’ll certainly be 


going for the win at Brands. 

“I’m aiming to get some more tro¬ 
phies for the Stobart Team, some 
more champagne and another win, 
especially at Brands, would be real¬ 
ly good.” 

Byrne is still undecided about the 
future, but he is clear that his 
dream scenario would be to return 
to the World Superbike series. 

Byrne has been on the podium 
nine times this season including a 
win at Mallory Park. 

Shakey is fresh from a podium fin¬ 
ish at Donnington Park last week¬ 
end after finishing third in race one. 
He was unlucky not to get a on the 
podium for a second time after fin¬ 
ishing sixth in the second race.
